THE  DAIRY  SITUATION  AND  1964  OUTLOOK 
(Excerpts  from  "The  Dairy  Situation",  November  1963) 


Production  Steady 

Milk  production  in  1964  may  about  equal  the 
125  billion  pounds  in  prospect  for  1963,  Farm 
marketings  may  increase  a little  and  a contin- 
ued gain  in  commercial  demand  is  expected. 
However,  marketings  again  will  exceed  comr 
mercial  use,  and  dairy  products  will  move  to 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  as  they  have 
since  the  1950 's.  These  estimates  assume  con- 
tinuation of  the  present  dairy  program,  with  sup- 
ports at  75  percent  of  parity,  and  little  change 
in  the  international  situation. 

Milk  production  during  the  first  10  months  of 
1963  was  about  1 percent  below  a year  earlier. 
Reduction  of  the  milk  cow  herd  in  1963  is  about 
3 percent  and  a continuation  of  the  downtrend 


that  began  in  1944,  Anticipated  gains  in  pro- 
duction per  cow  may  not  be  enough  to  com- 
pletely offset  the  decline  in  the  number  of  milk 
cows  early  in  1964.  Below-average  roughage 
supplies  in  several  important  dairy  areas  may  be 
an  important  factor  in  limiting  milk  production. 

Some  Improvement  in  Demand 

Civilian  use  of  milk  from  all  sources  in  1963 
may  be  about  1 1/2  billion  pounds  above  the 
116.4  billion  pounds  of  milk  equivalent  consumed 
in  1962,  The  gain  is  chiefly  due  to  increased 
sales  of  fluid  milk,  American  cheese,  and  ice 
cream.  Donations  of  Government-purchased 
dairy  products  to  welfare  and  school  lunch  pro- 
grams are  slightly  higher  than  last  year.  Farm 
use  of  milk  and  commercial  (continued  to  page  8)

This  bulletin  is  primarily  to  provide  producers 
who  are  not  members  of  cooperative  associ- 
ations with  market  information  in  accordance 
with  § 1039.  74  of  the  Milwaukee  Wisconsin 
marketing  order,  § 1045.  75  of  the  Northeast- 
ern Wisconsin  marketing  order,  and  § 1051.  77 
of  the  Madison  Wisconsin  marketing  order. 
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consumption  of  butter  and  evaporated  milk  are 
continuing  their  downward  trends  of  previous  years. 
This  year,  per  capita  consumption  of  milk  in  all 
forms  is  close  to  last  year's  level.  Some  small 
decline  is  likely  in  1964,  in  line  with  the  1 1/2 
percent  average  decline  from  1957  to  1962,  but 
total  consumption  is  expected  to  gain  slightly 
due  to  increasing  population. 

Less  Support  Purchases  Forecast 

Although  production  is  declining  about  0.  9 
billion  pounds  in  1963  compared  with  1962,  farm 
marketings  may  fall  only  about  0.  2 billion  pounds, 
because  less  milk  is  held  back  for  home  use, 
primarily  because  of  fewer  dairy  farmers.  The 
decline  in  marketings  is  coupled  with  an  increase 
of  1.  9 billion  pounds  in  commercial  consumption 
and  in  schools.  As  a result,  CCC  purchases  of 
dairy  products  for  price  support  in  1963  are  ex- 
pected to  be  about  2 1/2  billion  pounds,  in  milk 
equivalent  terms,  below  the  record  10  3/4  billion 
pounds  in  1962.  Purchases  (delivery  basis)  and 
exports  under  the  payment- in -kind  program  may 
average  6 1/2  percent  of  milkfat  and  11  percent 
of  milk  solids-not-fat  produced. 

Stocks  of  dairy  products  in  commercial  channels 
and  those  held  by  Government  agencies  rose  above 
16  billion  pounds  of  milk  equivalent  in  July  this 
year  and  are  expected  to  decline  more  than  sea- 
sonally to  about  10  billion  pounds  by  December  3 1. 
Record  CCC  export  sales  and  heavy  overseas  do- 
nations of  butter  and  nonfat  dry  milk,  as  well  as 
reduced  Government  purchases,  are  factors  in  this 
stock  decline.  CCC  inventories  of  dairy  products 
may  decline  again  in  1964. 

The  Price  Situation 

The  prices  farmers  receive  for  milk  in  1963 
may  average  about  $4.  09  per  100  pounds,  com- 
pared with  $4.  11  in  1962.  Prices  paid  by  dealers 
for  milk  used  in  bottling  (Class  I)  during  January- 
October  1963  averaged  $5.  27  per  100  pounds  com- 
pared with  $5.  33  for  the  same  period  last  year. 
For  1963,  the  prices  to  farmers  for  manufacturing 
grade  milk  will  average  about  $3.21  per  100 
pounds,  the  same  as  in  1962,  Compared  with  a 
year  earlier  these  prices  were  lower  in  the  first 
quarter  this  year  but  have  been  higher  since. 
Should  the  present  support  level  of  $3.  14  per  100 
pounds  continue  in  the  marketing  year  beginning 
April  1,  1964,  the  average  price  of  manufacturing 
grade  milk,  as  well  as  the  price  received  for  all 
milk  sold  by  farmers,  will  remain  near  1963 
levels.  In  some  months  of  1964  milk  prices  re- 
ceived by  farmers  may  run  ahead  of  last  year.
